THE ENGLISH POBT-OFF1CB. 


The growth of the Englirh po»t-cffio» 


hag been slow. First organized at 
lio institution under James I, it has 
fought every step of its way against royal 
prerogative, bearing often the most oppres- 
sive hardens in the shape of pensions to 
favorites and mistresses. As tbe rights 
and wants of the people have been more 
clearly recognized, conceiaions have been 
reluctantly made, until in 1830 Rowland 
Hill, summoning to bis aid the irresistible 
power of the Commons, achieves a reform 
which ranks him among the benefactors of 
his race. From that day the march of the 
post-office in every civilized country has 
been steadily onward. Even nnder mon- 
archical governments the people have in* 
sisted upon their right to its services, and 
have succeeded in dictating its policy. So 
great haa been its success in England that 
Lord Macanlay has declared with pardon- 
able exultation, "Our English pott-office is 
a splendid triumph of civilization." 
THE POST-OFPICB IN TDK CNIl'KD STATES. 


In this country the relations of the peo- 


ple with the post-cffioe are mote intimate 
than with any other branch of the govern- 
ment. The; pay directly for its services, 
come personally in contact with its offi- 
cers, and claim an immediate interest in 
its operations. The great extent of our 
sparsely-populated territory and the neg- 
lect of education in come portions of the 
country, particularly in tbe south and 
southwest, have impeded the improvement 
and cheapening of postal intercourse. 
Railroads and free gehuols are now clearing 
the way of these formidable obstacles. 
When the blessings of education shall be 
extended to all alike, the number of those 
who seek tbe aid of the post-office will be 
greatly increased. The department in 
turn will find a profit in winningjthe confi- 
dence and patronage of all who may need 
itH services. By multiplying facilities and 
cheapening rater, it will awaken tbe mul- 
titude of the poorer and less intelligent of 
the people to an appreciation of ite advan- 
tages: 


"And farce them ttongb it was in spite 
Of nature and their btare, to write." 
And I might add to the words of Hudi- 


bras, a financial consideration of no little 
moment, pay their own postage in ad 
vanoe.

Precautions Against 
Fire — 
Water Worlas. 


"" The Scientifla 'American saye: "Tho 
rain which has befallen Chicago awaits 
every city, within whose bounds masses 
of wooden buildings: stand, whenever a 
similar combination 
of circumstances 


arise." 
It mentions particularly the 


cities of Brooklyn, Jersey City, Newark 
and Patterson, N. J , and warna them of 
tha danger of aoccmulating 
compact 


blocks of wooden structure?, interspersed 
with their floe brick edifice", and fire 
proof buildings, which BH illustrated in 
tbe f->ta of Chicago, would certainly share 
in the general ruin, the safety of this lat- 
ter class of building depending entirely 
upon their surroundings. 


The first duty, therefore, would appear 


to be to prohibit by city regulations and 
enactments the erection of -wooden build- 
iafcs, where valuable goods are stored, or 
in a neighborhood where large and valua- 
ble brick structures biro been or are 
about to be erected. We think that this 
is the universal view taken of tho subject 
by the press throughout the country, and 
in nil probability their advice will bo fol- 
lowed in most instance-". 


In Titusville we have a much better 


opportunity of adopting tbe necessary 
precaution?, aa there is scarcely any pro- 
perty in our principal streets on which is 
erected a frame building, that would not 
be pecuniarily benefited by substitut- 
ing brick-, and that to a much greater ex- 
tent than would be the case in most of the 
older cities throughout ihe country. For- 
tunately the ordinance establishing fire 
limits prohibits tho erection of any more 
frume buildings within a certain area, and 
is there is every probability of Tilusville 
being largely increased in 
population 


within a few years, it might bo judicious 
to extend ttese fire limits for several 
blocks iu every direction, and prohibit the 
erection of frame building?, except as iso- 
lated and independent structures for 
private dwellings. Tho erection of frame 
buildings for stores, contiguous to other 
property of the same description, should 
bo entirely prohibited, as the destructive 
fires which occurred in Titusville in ISGo 
consumed entire blocks of this muter-mi. 
But a short time, we think, must elapec 
hefore the enhanced value of piopeity 
will 
justify 
the 
complete 
removal 


of frame buildings by their owners in Ihe 
central and business patta oi the city, and 
tbe substitution of brick and mortar or 
other fire-proof strnoturea. Ic is tcwever 
practically impossible, in rapidly-growing 
cities, to extend any such regulations be- 
yond a certain limit, »i there must ever 
be a large accumulation of buildings of 
the moat frail and ecmbaitible nature con- 
stantly going forward in those sections 
devoted to private residences.

safeguard, therefore, would appear to con-* 
: iu an abundant supply of wator and 


un efficient fire department, and the intro- 
duction of such improvements for extin- 
guishing or preventing tho spread o$ fires 
as timo and exporienca may suggest. We 
Lmva an excellent fire department and 
adiqaate machinery, but our supply of 
water ia very precarious. Without water- 
wotka we lack the very first essential ele- 
ment of safety. Oar bills are surrounded 
with a superabundance of the purest wa-

This is tho 
moat economical as well as the most proper 
ime to lay water pipes, and it ia to be 
loped that the necessary steps will imme- 
diately be taken with that end in view.
